The program expanded, 
first starting out with 58 ca- 
dets to now over 340 from 
the Des Moines area schools, 
except for Hoover. 

"We have a lot more ca- 
dets now and I think the 
quality of the cadets has im- 
proved over the years," said 
First Sgt. Bob McCarthy. 

With a program like ROTC 
that represented our com- 
munity, they brought fame 
and glory to the Des Moines 
Public Schools.
